to the firſt reſtoration of the Jews, from their captivity at

ſecondary, a further, and a much more important meaning. 
On this occaſion, we ought to remember, and to conſider 


well, the full force of thoſe words of our Bleſſed Saviour, 
in which He hath told us, (Matthew, ch. v. ver.

It has been an  objeftion.- cantly urged againſt the 
truth of Divine Writ, that the Land of Judæa is therein 
repreſented as being ſo exceedingly fertile, whereas it is in 
reality now ſo barren, But thoſe who advanced this ob- 
jedtion, ſurely did not conſider, that this very circumſtance 
is one of the ſtrongeſt proofs of the veracity of God's word, 
and a clear manifeſtation of the exact completion of thoſe 
wonderful prediftions of His ſervants the Prophets, which 
were uttered fo many ages ago. And truly it may be added, 
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that the perſons who thus endeavoured to overturn the au- 
thority of Holy Writ, feem not to have been much better 


| acquainted. either with Natural Hiſtory or Civil Hiftory, 


than they were with the Scriptures : for, if they had, they 


might have found proof ſufficient, that Judza, notwith- 


ſtanding its preſent deplorable ſtate of barrenneſs, not only 
was once capable of being as plentiful a Land as it is ſaid 
in the Bible to have been, but may, even by the common 
exertions of human induſtry, become moſt fertile again.— 
The ignorance and indolence of the preſent inhabitants, and 
the ſlaviſn ſyſtem of Government which they groan under, 
together with the tyranny they help to maintain over others, 
is (to uſe the language of Scripture) the deſolation of the 


- Gentiles; by whom Jeruſalem is trodden down; and which 


ſhall 'caufe the Land to lay waſte, till TIE: times are iy es, 
and their dominion ceaſes. 

Let us only, with eandour, attend to win fevecal modern 
Travellers have obſerved; and we ſhall ſoon perceive to 
what cauſes the preſent wretched T1 emo} of. the Holy 
Land is to be attributed. 

Sandys (in his Travels, p. 183). ſpeaking of dhe Moun- 
tains of Judza, ſays, Some of them are cut (or elſe are 
naturally fo) in degrees like alleys, which would be elſe 


inacceſſibly fruitleſs ; whoſe levels yet bear the ſtumps of 
decayed vines, ſhadowed not rarely with olives and locuſt. 


trees: and ſurely, I think, that all or moſt of thoſe Mn 
tains have been ſo huſbanded,”” : 
Maundrell, alſo, in his Travels, bears the like ee; 
ee the naked Mountains of Judæa, he ſays, (p. 65), 
+. It is obvious for any one to obſerve, that theſe rocks and 


dills muſt have been anciently covered with earth, and cul- 
© .tivated, and made to contribute to the maintenance of the 
inhabitants, no leſs than if the country had been all plain;

For the huſbanding of theſe 
Mountains, their manner was, to gather up the ſtones, and 
place them in ſeveral lines along the ſides of the hills, in 
form of a wall. By ſuch borders, they ſupported the mould 
from tumbling, or being waſhed down; and formed many 
beds of excellent ſoil, riſing gradually one above another, 
from the bottom to the top of the Mountains. Of this form 
of culture you ſee evident Ten wherever you go, in 
all the Mountains of Paleſtine.” —Thus the very rocks were 
made fruitful ; and, than the plans nothing can be more ſo. 
Dr. Shaw obſerves, in his Travels (p. 336), That the 


Holy Land, were it well inhabited and cultivated as for- 
merly, would ſtill be more fruitful than the very beſt part 


of the Coaſt of Syria or Phœnice; for the ſoil itſelf is ge- 
nerally much richer,” And he adds, The barrenneſs, or 

ſcarcity rather, which ſome Authors may, either ignorantly 
or maliciouſly, complain of, does not proceed from the in- 


eapacity or natural unfruitfulneſs of the country, but from 


the want of inhabitants, and from the great averſion eg en 
| there i is to labour and induſtry in thoſe few who poſſeſs it.“ 
Van Egmont and Heyman alſo confirm the ſame idea; 
aud tell us (V. I. p. 328), They ſaw good barley and 
grain actually growing on the ſummits of the mountains, 


and between the rocks, where wad culture or og had 
been beſtowed.” . | 


And Haſſelquiſt ſays PA 127) nd this Coby: 
The Vales, like the Hills, are not fruitful, but deſerted 


and uncultivated, being full of pebbles, and Vito vege· 
tables; nevertheleſs, the earth conſiſts of a good red mould, 


and would amply reward the huſbandman's toil.” 
To which I will add only one teſtimony more, that of

chat, being broken up, and expoſed to the air, it became 
exceedingly mellow, and was fertile in the higheſt degree.” 
Nor is the ſort of cultivation here ſpoken of at all unuſual; 
for Heyman ſays (in his Travels, p. 261), That in the 


| 1fland of Scio, the Hills and Valleys are covered with vine- 
yards and gardens, which exhibit a ſufficient. proof of the 


happineſs reſulting from human induſtry under a rational 


liberty, having here turned rocks and deſerts into a terreſ- 


trial Paradiſe.” ' And Mr. Armſtrong, in this Hiſtory of 
Minorca (p. 130), tells us, That there are, in that Iſland, 
Rone-walls, that have probably ſtood many ages, run acroſa 
the ſides of the Hills, to detain the ſoil ; and ſuch Hills 


yield good-crops'to.the very ſummits, which muſt otherwiſe 


have had their rocky entrails laid bare, as is viſiþle where- 
ever this cantion has been negletted. So Oſheck tells us, 
in his Voyage to China (V. II. p. i290), © That the natural 
ſituation of the hills and of the declivities in that Country, 
would make chem incapable of producing any thing; but 
that, to prevent theſe inconveniences, the Chineſe endea- 


voured to reduce the bills into plains, or at leaſt to make 
them ſimilar to plains by terraces, whoſe height and breadth 


are adapted io the declivity. Theſe terraces they employ 


fox. ſeveral ſorts of plants; and to each they give ſuch a 


ſituation as beſt correſponds with its nature. The terraces 

are ſometimes four or five fect above one another; and ac- 
quire ſuch hard and ſolid banks, by rain and ſunſhine, that 
they are capable of ſtanding for many years. Le Comte,

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This method is alſo adopted in ſome parts of Switzerland; 
as Dr. Moore (in his View of Manners, &. V. I. p. 312) 
tells us, That the Country between Lauſane and Vevay 
is rendered fertile preciſely in this manner ; the mountains 
being cultivated to the ſummits, and covered with vines, 
This would have been impracticable on account of the ſteep- 
neſs, had not the proprietors built ſtrong ſtone-walls, as 
proper intervals, one above the other, which ſupport the 
| foil, and form little terraces from the bottom to the top of 


the mountains. The peaſants aſcend by narrow flairs ; and, 


before they arrive at the ground they are to cultivate, have 


frequently to mount higher than a maſon who is employed . 


in repairing the top of a ſteeple,” 

A Country naturally fertile in many of its hw ns 
having its hills thus adorned with hanging gardens, muſh 
appear inconceivably beautiful: and ſuch Judæa once was, 
and may, by human induſtry, become again. | 

How capable, alſo, this Country is, of having a more 
univerſal intercourſe, than any other, with all parts of the 
Earth, is moſt remarkable; and deſerves well to be conſi- 
dered, when we read the numerous prophecies which ſpeak 
of its future ſplendour and greatneſs, when its People ſhall 
at length be gathered from all parts of the Earth unto which 
they are ſcattered, and be reſtored t to their own Land. 
There is no region in the world to which an acceſs .from 


all parts is ſo open. By means of the Black Sea and the 


Mediterranean, there is an eaſy approach from all parts of 


Europe, from a great part of Africa, and from America. 


By means of the Red Sea, and the Perſian Gulph, and the 
well-known Roads from thence, there is an approach from 


the reſt of Africa, from the Eaſt Indies, and from the Iſles, 


(which are perhaps the very Iſles ſpoken of ultimately by the 
"Nw _ when he Fo The Kings of Tarſmiſh and of

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the Illes hall bring. preſents.) And, laſtly, by means of 


the Caſpian, the Lake (or Sea) of Baykall, and the near 


communication of many great Rivers *, the approach i is 


facilitated from all the Northern parts of Tartary. In ſhort, 
it a ſkilful Geographer were to fit down to deviſe the fitteſt 


ſpot on the Globe for Univerſal Empire; or, rather, a ſpot 


where all the great intercourſes of human life ſhould uni- 


verſally centre; and from whence the extended effects of 
univerſal benevolence and good will fhould flow to all parts 


of the Earth; and where univerſal and united homage ſhould 


be paid, with one conſent, to the Moſt High; he could not 
find another ſo well ſuited, in all circumſtances, as that 


which is with emphaſes called The Holy Land.
